Definitions: 

Registered User: A pharmacist or prescriber (physician, dentist, etc.) who has completed all training and 
registration steps required for online access to the MPDR. 

Supervisor or Supervising Provider: An MPDR Registered User who has created an online relationship that 
identifies one or more authorized agents (Delegates) who may access the MPDR on behalf of the Supervising 
Provider. 

Delegate: An authorized agent of one or more Supervising Providers. In order to search MPDR, a Delegate 
must identify the Supervising Provider who authorizes each search. 

Facility Account: A health care facility that has established an account allowing one or two individuals to create 
and manage all delegate relationships within the facility. Facility accounts provide streamlined relationship 
data entry when staffing changes occur. 
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
